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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 2-4, 6-8, 10-35, and 37-45 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 20 March 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 5, 9 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The examiner could find no disclosure of the 
shoe set "spaced apart from each other by a distance of the width times an integer;". 
Applicant cites page 12, lines 15-21 do not disclose the newly added limitation. Also, 
figure 9, while disclosing a spacing between the shoes, does not disclose that the 
spacing is the shoe width times an integer. For example, the spacing disclosed in figure 
9 could be .75 of the shoe width. Applicant may overcome this rejection by specifically 
pointing out the support for the limitation in the specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1, 5, 9 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Please refer to the rejection above. Because 
the limitation lacks support in the disclosure, the newly amended claims are unclear, as 
the scope of the claims cannot be readily determined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

7. Claims 1, 5, 9 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Judge, et al, 4,682,444 in view of Cothrell et al, 4,525,955. '444, figures 2 and 4, as 
set forth in the previous Office action. Further, regarding the spacing of the shoes, '444 
discloses that the shoes have a thickness, and are spaced apart. The amount of 
spacing is not specifically defined. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have provided '444 of any spacing 
desired, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective 
variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 
215 (CCPA 1980). Here, the amount of spacing may depend on the film thickness, or 
the use of lubricants on the film. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 18 August 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Until applicant supplies evidence that the newly amended claims 
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are supported by the specification, the amendment must be considered new matter. 
Applicant argues only that the prior art does not disclose the newly amended invention. 
The examiner disagrees, please refer to the rejection above.
